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THE ATONEMENT: 



EXTRACTS FROM EARLY FRIENDS' WRITINGS. 



IN the early daya of the Society of FriendB its 
memberH were, by their opponents, accused of 
ignoring or slighting the atonement made on the 
cross by their Saviour, Jesas Christ, and of putting 
eomething else in its place. 

To this accusation scores of them replied in print, 
ae may be seen in their works. Short extracts are here 
given, to which are added some of subsequent dates, 
as also from official documents. 

The quotations from Scriptnre, although specially 
referring to the Atonement, are not strictly confined 
to this portion of our blessed Redeemer's work in the 
plan of salvation by the will of onr Heavenly Father, 
It is not for ua to separate or dissect one part of this 
from another, but to accept it reverently and thank- 
fully as a whole, commencing with his miraculous 
birth at Bethlehem, his life, ministrations, death, 
resurrection and ascension, followed by the giving of 
the Holy Spirit, to continue the work begun by Him- 
self, in accordance with His promise. He having first 
opened the way through His offering up of Himself 
for us, on the cross, by the will of the Father. 

We are not to expect salvation through onr powers 
\ of reasoning, but " being justified freely by His grace 



through the redemption that is in Christ Jesus : whom 
God set forth to be a propitiation, through faith, by 
His blood, to show His righteousness, because of the 
passing over of the sins done aforetime in the forbear- 
ance of God " (R. V. Rom. iii.). 

The query, " Is Christ divided ? " still holds good, 
followed as it was by the Apostle's declaration : " For 
Christ sent me not to baptise but to preach the Gospel ; 
not with wisdom of words, lest the cross of Christ 
should be made of none effect. For the word of the 
cross is to them that are perishing foolishness ; but 
unto us which are being saved it is the power of God. 
For it is written, * I will destroy the wisdom of the 
wise, and the prudence of the prudent will I reject.' 
Where is the wise ? Where is the scribe ? Where is 
the disputer of this world or age ? Hath not God made 
foolish the wisdom of the world ? For seeing that 
in the wisdom of God the world through its wisdom 
knew not God, it was God's good pleasure through the 
foolishness of the preaching to save them that believe. 
Seeing that Jews ask for signs, and Greeks seek after 
wisdom : but we preach Christ crucified, unto Jews a 
stumbling-block, and unto Gentiles foolishness ; but 
unto them that are called, both Jews and Greeks* 
Christ the power of God, and the wisdom of God " 
(R.V., I. Cor., i.). 



In an essay entitled "The 

George Whitehead, path of the just cleared, &c.," 

1655- speaking of our Lord and 

Saviour, Jesus Christ, he says: 
" As the blood of Jesus Christ is put for, or represents* 
His life, which He laid down, and even the offering 
and sacrifice of Himself at Jerusalem, that was a most 



acceptable sacrifice, and of a aweet-Bmelling savoor to 
Goil for mankind, respecting His great dignity aniJ 
obedience, who humbled Himself even to the death of 
the cross, and ga^e Himself a ransom for all men for a- 
teatimony in due time. And His sacrifice, mediation 
and intercession hath opened a door of mercy for 
mankind to enter in at, through true repentance toward 
God and faith toward our Loi-d Jesns Christ, which are 
■wrought in man (that obeys his call thereto) only by 
His grace and good Spirit, nnto sanctification and 
jnstifieation in the name and power of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who of God is made unto us wisdom, righteous- 
ness, sanctification, and redemption. God's great love 
towards mankind was manifest in His dear Son, Jesus. 
Christ, and God was in Christ, reconciling the world 
to Himself, not imputing their trespasses unto them." 



In an essay entitled "The Suffer- 

Humphrey Smith, ings and Trials of the Saints at 

1655. Evesham," relates a conyersation 

between himself and a priest, in 

■which the following qaestions and. answers occur ; — 

" Then the priest asked if I were justified by the 
blood of Christ ? " 

Answer : " Yea." 

Question : " Are you justified by that blood of 
Christ that was shed at Jerusalem ? " 

Answer : " By the blood of Jesus Christ, the Sod 
of the living God, who was the express image of His 
Father's glory, in whom dwelt the fulness of the God- 
head really ; who suffered at Mount Calvary, by 
Jerusalem, for sinners, am I justified." 



In the work entitled " Christ 

William Dewsbury. exalted, &c.," pp. 120 and 121. 

1656. *' The seventh accusation ; thou 

sayest, we say he that trusts in 
Christ, that died at Jerusalem, for salvation, shall be 
deceived." 

Reply : " This charge is as false as the other, in the 
presence of God, we witness against thee ; no other 
Christ we bear testimony of, to be the salvation of lost 
man and woman, but that Christ, according to Scripture 
testimony, who was born of the Virgin, and made a 
good confession before Pilate, and suffered at Jerusalem, 
and rose again the third day, and ascended into heaven, 
and sitteth at the right hand of God : and this Christ 
we witness the true light, who lighteth every one that 
comes into the world, and saith, ' I stand at the door 
and knock, &c.,' and we witness Him faithful ; and as 
many as receive Him, to them he gives power to become 
the sons of God ; and this is the condemnation of all, 
because we believe not in Him." 



" And as you love the light, and 

Francis Howgill. keep your minds inward, then 

1656. you will hear the motion of 

Christ Jesus in you ; and so 
loving it, the good you will come to see from God, 
which will lead out of sin, and sanctify you, and the 
acceptable year you will see, and the day of vengeance ; 
and this isj He whom the Father hath given for a 
Covenant, to bring man out of the alienation to Him- 
self again, andjto reconcile man unto Himself, even by 
the blood of the Gross ; and He who is the Light is the 
Covenant ; and- He who is the Covenant is the Light, 



for they are one in Him ; and this covenant of peace is 
tendered unto yon who are afar off : and herein is the 
eternal love of God made manifest to the Jew and the 
Greek, and the life oE His Son to be the Light of the 
■world, and of men." — From a pamphlet entitled "The 
Inheritance of Jacob Discovered, after his return out 
of Egypt," page 11. 



In a tract entitled, " The Throne of 

George Bishop. Truth exalted over the Powers of 

1656. Darkness," he recites the language 

of an opponent, who accused Friends 
of being Socinians, thns : " 'Tis a doctrine of the 
Soclnians, that our Lord Jesus Christ did not, by his 
death and blood shed, satisfy for our sins, and so pur- 
chase redemption for us ; but that he was a perfect 
pattern of righteousness, holiness, obedience, and 
flnffering." 

To this George Bishop replies : " That He (Christ) 
\b the latter, viz., a perfect pattern, &c., hath been 
proved out of Christ's own mouth, and the apostle 
Peter's, and the people called Quakers own it ; not as 
the doctrine of Socinus, but as the truth ; and truth 
Sb not to be turned from, because of a brand set upon 
r on, or because of, the persons who have professed 
it, contradict it who can. But that He did not, by His 
death and blood shed, satisfy for our sins, and so 
purchase redemption for us, is a wicked lie. They 
(^the Quakers) witness that His blood shed, as hath 
been said, whose blood cleanseth from all sins ; and 
is redemption of them ; and they affirm and witness 
Qiat without blood there is no remission of sin, and 
that there is no other name given under hea»ieii. \i-3 



which we must be saved, than His, who by one 
offering, for ever perfected those that are sanctified, 
who is the substance of the patterns of heavenly things.'* 
—Page 69, 1656. 



In the year 1658 Giles Calvert 
Giles Calvert, printed a pamphlet of thirty-three 
1658. pages entitled, '* The Brazen Serpent 

lifted up on high," in which he 
says : — " Christ in dying for us is our example in 
sufferings and way to the Father. For Christ in dying 
for sinners and ungodly died for all ; for were not all 
sinners and ungodly, guilty of Christ's death ? But it 
is by His blood we are justified, and by His life that 
we are saved, in following His counsel, the light mani- 
fested within, and obeying Him the true light that 
lighteth every man that cometh into the world, and 
such as obey and follow Him are led out of darknesa 
by Him through their obedience, and so into the light 
of life. It is by Christ's life that we are saved, in 
following His counsel and obeying Him, through the- 

cross which slays the enmity Justification 

by Christ alone, who died for our sins and rose again 
for our justification ; we are justified by faith in His. 
blood or life, through the obedience to the cros8^ 
whereby the enmity is slain and the election witnessed 
in the reconciliation through the cross, which ministry 
in the cross is the power of God to such as are saved^ 
and witnesseth justification by faith in the blood or- 
life of Jesus ; and we bear about in our body the dying^ 
of the Lord Jesus, that the life of Jesus may more and 
more be manifested in our mortal flesh, who by His. 
Bpirit gizicJreneth the mortal body, dwelling within us^ 



and saving us by grace, and maketh ub to sit together 
with Him in heavenly places. Therefore, being juati- 
fied by faith, we have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ, by whom also we have accees by 
faith into His grace, wherein we stand and rejoice in 
tope of the glory of God." (Pages 2 and 3). 

"Trnly to know this one Lord 

Richard Hodden. Jesus Christ come in the flesh, as 

1661. the new and living way to the 

lather, the Immanuel, God with 
MB ; making the atonement by the blood of Hie cross, 
"to have all things subject unto Him, His servants in 
Him and He in them ; which is the great mystery of 
godliness, hid from ages and generations until the 
fulness of time, and then manifested in the flesh, 
jasUfied in the spirit, believed on in the world, and 
received up into glorj- ; which none of the wise men 
of the world ever knew or can know by all their learned 
ekill of earthly wisdom, nor any man that lives after 
the flesh, or satisfleth himself with hearing, reading, 
telling or talking of Him, or concerning what He or 
His Apostles did, said, or suffered ; as those that vainly 
take His Name into their months, on most occasions 
of their invented ways, but know Him not, neither by 
Hia Divine nature nor Name, nor how God and man 
became one Christ Jesus ; how that which may be 
known of God is manifest in man ; how He ia the 
"Wonderful Counsellor, the Mighty God, the Prince of 
Peace, the Author and Finisher of our faith ; how Ho 
«avfla His people' from their sins, is the Beconciler 
without imputation of sin ; how He is formed in Hie 
servants, and cleanseth them by His blood from all sin 
and nnrigbteousness."

" Concerning salvation by Christy 

John TVhitehead. we say and believe, that without 

1662. the sufferings and death of Christ 

at Jerusalem, no man can be 
saved, justified, or sanctified, and therefore do they 
maliciously, or, at least, ignorantly, slander us, who 
say we expect not to be saved by Christ's sufferings at 
Jerusalem, but by Christ's sufferings in us ; for such 
words did never proceed from us ; though we say that 
it is not an historical knowledge and belief of what 
Christ said and suffered at Jerusalem, sixteen hundred 
years ago, that can or doth save any man, without 
feeling of his Spirit, power, and life made manifest 
within, to make them conformable to Him, to live in 
the virtue of His life ; by which life, we, as well as 
the ancient Christians, are saved, and we are sanctified 
and justified in the name of the Lord Jesus, and by the 
Spirit of our God, which mightily worketh in us, and 
all His works are perfect." — In " A Manifestation of 
Truth." 



In a pamphlet entitled " Some of 
Isaac Penington. the Mysteries of God's Kingdom 
1663. glanced at," he says : — " Justifi- 

cation is wrought by faith in the 
virtue which floweth from Christ, God letting in of the 
nature of His Son into the heart, and begetting therein 
somewhat of His own likeness, in which He draweth^ 
and which He giveth to believe in. This faith ia 
imputed by God for righteousness, in every heart 
wherever it is found : and where this faith in the living 
virtue is found, there God blotteth out the iniquities 
for His Name's sake ; yea, and remission is felt in that 
which is made living. And there is One near, who 



hath power to bind or loose in the conscience, according- 
to the nature of the dispeneation ; and who doth bind 
or loose in every diapeneation as He findeth cause. 
But all loosing of sins is for Christ's sake, and through 
Hia blood, though everyone in every dispensation is 
not able distinctly so to read it." 

"Tea, under the law the remission was by this 
sacrifice, though many of the Jews conld not read the 
type," (Page 15.) 

" In every dispensation it ia grace alone that saves, 
through the redemption which is in Christ Jesus ; 
though from the eye of man this hath been very much 
hidden in divers dispensations." (Page 16.) 

" What is redemption 7 It is the purchasing of 
the vessel out of the captivity and misery of death 
into the liberty and bleasedneBS of the divine life, sown, 
revealed, grown up, and perfected in the heart," 

"Who is the Redeemer? The Son of God, the 
child of God's begetting, the Divine Image, who 
naturally believes, and fulfils the will of the Father in 
every vessel which it hath prepared." 

" By what doth He redeem ? By His blood, by 
His life, by His power, by His nature sown in th& 
TCBBel and transforming the vessel into its own likeness. 
Yea, this is indeed Redemption, where the creature i» 
changed into, and brought forth in the imagf, power, 
nature, virtue, and Divine life of Him that redeemeth, 
and the old contrary image perfectly blotted out by the 
presence and indwelling of the new. This is perfect 
redemption, the least measure whereof is redemption 
in a degree," (Page 19.) 
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Extracted from a declaration of faith 

John Crook, given forth by him in 1663, and re- 

1663 & 1698. printed in 1698, " in order," says he, 

** that they may see what myself with 
our ancient Friends held in 1663. For though we be- 
lieve that Christ Jesus hath lighted every man with 
His light, whereby man may come to know himself 
lost and undone, as before is said ; yet, therefore, is 
not every man saved, though the grace that appears to 
all men is sufficient in itself ; but some have the grace 
of God bestowed on them in vain, not liking to retain 
Ood in their knowledge, though something within 
them shows them what is good ; but they reject the 
counsel of God within, or against themselves, to their 
own destruction. And yet it doth not follow that the 
grace is insufficient itself, no more than it follows that 
Christ's death is insufficient, because he tasted death 
for every man, and yet every man is not saved. Neither 
doth regeneration, or the believing in the light of 
Christ within, make void the death and sufferings of 
Christ without, at Jerusalem, no more than believing 
the Scripture testimony without concerning Christ's 
death makes void the work of regeneration and morti- 
fication within ; but as the apostle saith in another 
•case, so say I in this, for the man is not without the 
woman, neither is the woman without the man in the 
Lord ; even so is not the death and sufferings of Christ 
without, at Jerusalem, to be made void and of none 
•effect by anything within ; neither doth the light 
within make that of none effect without, but both in 
the Lord, answer His will," &c. (Page 364, &c.) 




In replying to the charge that 
Isaac Peningion. the Society of Friendg denied 
1667-1671. that Christ who died at Jeru- 

salem, as well -AB the benefits of 
His sufferings and death, "and set up a natara! 
"principle ■within instead thereof," Isaac Penington 
^says : — 

"We do own that the "Word of God, the only 
begotten of the Father, did take up a body of the flesh 
■of the Virgin Mary, who was of the seed of David, 
-according to the Scriptures, and did the will of the 
Father therein, in holy obedience unto Him, both in 
-life and death, 

" That He did offer up the flesh and blood of that 
body, though not only bo, for He poured out His soul, 
He poured out His life, a sacrifice or offering for sin 
{do not, oh ! do not stumble at it, but rather wait on 
the Lord to undersiand it, for we speak in this matter 
what we know), a sacrifice unto the Father, and in it 
tasted death for e^ery man ; and that it is upon con- 
-Bideration and through God's acceptance of this sacrifice 
for sin that the sins of believers are pardoned, that 
God might be just, and the justiJier of him which 
believeth in Jesus, or who is of the faith of Jesus." 
<Vol. 3, p. 33— lt;67.) 

In " Observations concerning the Priesthood of 
Jesns Christ " I, P. says : — 

" Christ was not only to die, and so offer up a 
-Bacriflce of atonement, but He was also to make 
reconciliation by it ever afterwards for His children 
"in case of transgression, whenever occasion should be." 
^See I. John. ii. ch., Ist and Sod. v.) (P. 122.— 1671.) 
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In a book or pamphlet entitled " Some- 
George Fox. thing in answer to Lodowick Muggle* 
1667. ton's book, which he calls *The 

Quaker's neck broken,'" says, "For 
Christ that died at Jerusalem, His person we own 
without us, who is manifested within us. The Light 
of Christ Jesus, by which we have seen of His glory,, 
and speak in His person." (Page 22.) 

** That Christ which suffered, and rose again, and 
remains in the heavens, which is manifested in His. 
people ; that God which is over all, in all, through all, 
and above all, blessed for ever, this is He whom the 
Quakers own." (Page 25.) 

" For Christ and God are one." (Page 26.) 

" Christ tasted death for every man ; . . and 
He was an offering, not for our sins only, but for the- 
sins of the whole world." (Page 32.) 



In replying to the charge that the 

William Penn. Quakers do not trust in the death of 

1668. Christ for pardon and salvation,. 

William Penn uses the following 
expressions :— " They are so far from disowning the 
death and sufferings of Christ, that there is not a. 
people on earth that so assuredly witness and 
demonstrate a fellowship therewith, confessing before 
men and angels that Christ died for the sins of the 
world, and gave His life a ransom." (Works, vol. 2,„ 
page 19.) 
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In a pamphlet entitled " Some 
Isaac Fenington. things ;relat.ing to religion pro- 
1668. posed to the consideration of the 

Royal Society (so termed) " : 

"There is somewhat appointed by God to wash 
away ain, which is the Water of Eegeneration, the 
Water of Life, the Spirit's Water, and the Blood of th& 
Lamb, which are known, received, and felt by faith 
in the Light of the Spirit, wherein alone His work is 
wrought. Thus now, upon believing, the sonl ia 
washed. The faith brings io, or lets in the water 
and the blood, which cleanse and purge the conscience 
from the ain, which before stained and defiled it ; and 
according to the faith, so is the water and the btood 
let in, and accordingly is the washing. And he that 
is baptized, he that is washed-by the Spirit, comes oat 
of the water clean, and watching to the light wherein 
he was pnrified, witnesseth the powerful word of Lif& 
as able to preaerve in cleanneaB, aa it was to cleanae." 

And if any man sin afterwards, sin defiles again^ 
and the stain thereof will be upon the conscience till, 
by repentance and faith, the water and blood be let in 
again, and the cleansing virtue received from it and 
restored again. So if any man sin there is an advocate, 
an intercessor, a divine Helper, one who bath the 
■water of life and the blood of life to wash with. 
There is a fountain set open for sin and nncleanneas, 
to wash therefrom, but every defilement and pollution 
sticks, nntil it be washed off." (pages 10 and 11.) 

" There were sins under the old covenant, and there 
are sins under the new covenant. Sins under the new 
covenant lie also upon the soul and conscience, until 
they be expiated according to the law ot tbe •&»■** 
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covenant, which is until the Advocate interpose and 
plead with the Father, and give faith and repentance 
to the soul, and sprinkle upon the heart and conscience 
that water and blood which hath virtue in it to wash. 
And if it were not for this after- washing (as I may so 
say) no man could be saved ; but though he were once 
washed, yet sinning again afterwards, he would die in 
his sins (and so under condemnation) unless he were 
again washed. Now as men come to the truth as it is 
in Jesus, they will find their own apprehensions about 
these things to have been but dreams, wherewith the 
enemy hath fed and pleased them, while he hath lulled 
them asleep in the night of darkness, that he might 
the better steal away the true weighty knowledge of 
the things of the Kingdom from them. Thus men have 
dreamed about justification, about sanctification, about 
regeneration, about redemption, about faith, hope, love, 
righteousness, peace, joy, etc., and have been mistaken 
about them, missing of that power and light whereby 
and wherein they are revealed and made manifest. 
Now he that will rightly know these things, must 
know them in the feeling and true experience ; and 
therein he shall find all these are wrought in a 
mysterious way of pure life's operation, out of the 
reach of man's comprehension ; and that no man can 
understand them, but as the new and holy under- 
iStanding is given him ; nor retain the sense and 
knowledge of them, but as he abides in the new nature 
and retains the new understanding." — Pages 12 and 13.

George Fox in acorn called Quakers," 1668, drawn 

and up by George Fox and Ellis Hookes 

Ellis Hookes. (who was Cleric to the Yearly Meeting 

1668. in 1675), and isBued by the Society :— 

" Christ Jeens. the Emmanuel, God 
■with OB ; whom all the angela must worship. Christ 
offered Himself through the Eternal Spirit, without 
spot, to God ; and by His blood purges our consciences 
from dead works to serve the living God. And bo w© 
know that Christ, by one offering, hath for ever 
perfected them that are sanctified. And so as people- 
walk in the light, they have fellowship one with 
another, and the blood of Christ cleaiisefh from all sin. 
And Christ His own self bare our sins in His own 
body on the tree, that we, being delivered from sin, 
should live unto righteousness — by whose stripes you 
are healed. And we, being justified by the blood of 
Christ, shall be saved from wrath through Him. For 
if when we were enemies we were reconciled to God 
by the death of His Sou, much more being reconciled 
we shall be saved by His life.— Rom. v. 8." 



An aged woman Friend, re- 
Rebecca Traverse, ferring to some attacks upon 
1689. Friends, in a pamphlet entitled 

" A Testimony for God's ever- 
lasting Truth, as it hath been learned of and in Jesus," 
sayB:— 

" And that a maasnre of this (Holy Spirit) is given 
to everyone to profit withal, the Scriptures bear wit- 
ness ; and this, and no other is their principle that are 
called Quakers, and by faith we have profited, dwelling 
in this Light and Spirit, know U\e Wwisi 0I i«Kv«. 
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^hich cleanseth from all sin, and gives us fellowship 
with the Father and Son, in the measure of this Spirit 
that hath filled our hearts with love and goodwill unto 
all ; and so with the hazard of all this world hath 
through sufferings, accusations and bad reports we 
pass, sounding forth the goodwill of God unto every- 
one, that He hath given a measure of His own Spirit 
to profit withal ; and they that will not hearken unto 
it, will not believe though one from the dead should 
be sent unto them." — Pages 28, 29. 

" It is untrue to say ' That we say Christ is only 
an example ; or that we despise His fiesh, and trample 
His blood under our feet ; or that we set up the 
creaturely light in conscience, for Christ and His 
light ; or that we deny Him to be the Christ, that in 
person was an offering for sin.' " — Page 44. 



In a paper entitled "Concerning 
Isaac Penington. Christ's being manifested with- 
1671. out, and His being also mani- 

fested within, and how both are 
owned by them that know the Truth," Isaac Penington 
says : — *' It is objected against us who are called 
Quakers, that we deny Christ (and look not to be saved 
by Him) as He was manifested without us, but look 
only to be saved by Christ in us. . . . We do indeed 
oxpect to be saved (yea and not only so, but do already 
in our several measures witness Salvation) by the 
revelation and operations of the life of Christ within 
us ; yet not without relation to what He did without 
us. For all that He did in that body of flesh, was of 
the Father, and had its place and service in the will and 
according to the counsel of the Father. But the know- 
ledge and belief of that, since the days of the apostles. 
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hath, been very much held in the unrighteonsneBS, and 
in the separation from the inward work ot the power 
and life of Christ in the heart ; which, as so held, 
cannot save any. But whosoever feels the Light and 
Life of Christ revealed in him, and comee into nnion 
■with God there through ; he feels the work of Regen- 
eration, of Sanctification, of Justification, of Life and 
Redemption ; and eo comes to reap benefit inwardly, 
and to partake of the blessed fruits of all that Christ did 
outwardly. Yea, he that ia thus one with Christ in the 
Spirit cannot exclude himself, nor ia excluded by God 
from the advantage of any thing nor every thing Christ 
did in that body of flesh."

In a paper " Concerning Christ's iJesh 
which was offered," G. F. says : "And 
so this pure flesh, this offering, is set 
over all, which never corrupted, which 
must be your meat if you live, though there is more 
in all these things which is hard to be uttered, and 
cannot be uttered yet, (mark) there is Adam's flesh 
defiled, whom Christ sanctifies and cleanseth, and 
perfecteth by His oflfering, and cleanseth by His blood, 
forasmuch as children were partakers of flesh and 
blood, he also took part of the same ; so all Christendom 
hath talkt long enough of Christ's flesh and blood; now 
had they all eaten his flesh and drunken his blood, 
then they had all had life in the Son of God, and then 
had they been feeding in the pasture of life, and then 
they had had all peace in Him : but this is the word 
of the Lord to them all, they must eat His flesh and 
drink His blood if they live and have life in Christ, 
and had they done all so, they had been quiet in 
Chriflt."— Page 59. 
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In a work entitled "The Holy 

Isaac Penington. Truth and People defended,'** 

1672. he answers this charge of' 

denying redemption by the 
blood of our Lord Jesus Christ, viz. : — " And as for 
denying redemption by the blood of Christ, ohT 
how will he answer this charge to God, when none 
upon the earth, as the Lord God knoweth, are so- 
taught, and do so rightly and fully own redemption by

justification. . . . This Jesus, who was the founda- 
tion of the holy prophets and apostles, is our foundation ;. 
and we believe that there is no other foundation to be 
laid than thdiX is laid, even Christ Jesus ; who tasted 



death for every man, shed His blood for all men, and 
is the propitiation for our sins, and not for ours only, 
bat also for the eina of the whole world ; according as 
John the Baptist testified of Him, when he said, 
' Behold the Lamb of God, that taketh away the sin of 
the world.' We believe that He alone is our Redeemer 
and Saviour, even the Captain of our salvation, who- 
saves us_from sin as well as from hell, and the wrath 
to come. 

"He it is that is now come in the Spirit ami 
hath given ns an understanding that we may know 
Him that is true. He rules in our hearts by His law 
of love and of life, and makes us free from the law of 
Bin and death.

And we do in the sight 

of God really own the blood of the Son of man, both 

according to the history and in the mystery (as we do 

Hie cross), both as shed for ns and to be drank by ns,. 

both as respecting remission of sin past, through faith 

in It, and as sprinkling the conscience of true believers. 

and cleansing them from all sin. Therefore it is called 

the precious blood of Christ, as being of an

incorruptible nature, and is therefore said to speak 
better things than the blood of Abel, being, by way of 
emphasis, called the blood of His dear Son," &c. 
(Page 37.) Christopher Taylor also united in this 
publication. 

In reply to a charge by W. Haworth that Friends 
despised Christ's blood shed on the cross, Wm. Bayly 
says :— " What I our perfection the same which every 
babe in Christ hath, and yet proud, pharisaical, despising 
Christ's blood, not prizing His sufferings and atone- 
ment, and a deceived people ; how can this be ? 
Surely thou hast greatly belied and abused the babes 
in Christ, as thou wilt remember one day ; for we do 
highly prize the blood, sufferings, and atonement of 
Christ Jesus beyond expression, though such as thou 
speak all manner of evil against us." (From " Counter- 
feit Convert Discovered," page 98.) 



In an essay entitled " A warn- 

Charles Marshall, ing unto the Rulers and People 

1674. of England," he says : — " So 

hath there been an endeavour 
in our day, to misrepresent the servants and people of 
the Lord, as denyers of Salvation by Jesus Christ ; 
making his birth in Bethlehem of Judea : his travails, 
sufferings, blood, death, resurrection and ascension, of 
no value ; denyers of the Scriptures of truth ; and 
instead thereof, preaching up salvation by meritorious 
works of our own ; and in short, representing us as 
enemies to Christianity ; concerning which charges 
and every particular of them, full, clear, and demon- 
strative answers have been and are given, unto which 
I refer all unsatisfied persons. That which lies on my 
spirit at this time is to declare, in the presence, name 



and power of the everlasting God, that these things 
spoken and written of ne, are as false as the accusations 

of the Jews concerning the Apostles " 

"We believe, preach and publish salvation in or by 
no other name, but in, by, or through Him, of whom 
all the prophets gave testimony, (whom) the apostles 
preached, the primitive sainis believed and received, 
namely, Jesus Christ." — Page 128. 



In his reply to Dr. Good's pamphlet 

Edward Bourn, against Friends, writes thus : — 

1675, " Thou eayest that we say Christ 

did not make satisfaction for the 
Bins of men. We answer, ' By onts offering he hath 
perfected for ever them that are sanctified ; and we are 
not redeemed with corruptible things, but with the 
blood of JeguH Christ, as of a Lamb without spot ; and 
■we have an Advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ the 
righteous, and He is the reconciliation for oar sins, 
and not for our sins only, but for the sins of the whole 
world. He is our righteousness and sanctification and 
redemption : God hath made him eo, and we are 
justified freely by His grace, through the redemption 
that is in Christ Jesus ; and therefore by the works of 
the law there is no flesh justified. We are justified by 
faith in Christ Jesus, which, the work of faith which 
■works by love, is not denied by the apostle nor us.' " 
— Page 6. 

In his treatise entitled "The fiesh 

Isaac Penington. and blood of Christ," etc., after 

1675. speaking largely of that mystical 

body and blood of Christ, which 

the saints feed upon, and asserting the necessity of a 

participation in-it, he adds : — 
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" Now, as touching the outward which ye say we 
deny, because of our testim,ony to the inward, I have 
frequently given a most solemn testimony thereto ; 
and God knoweth it to be the truth of my heart ; and 
that the testifying to the inward (from which the 
outward came) doth not make the outward void, but 
rather establish it in its place and service. God him- 
self, who knew what virtue was in the inward, yet 
hath pleased to make use of the outward, and who 
may contradict or slight his wisdom and counsel 
therein ? Glorious was the appearance and manifesta- 
tion of His Son in the flesh, precious his subjection 
and holy obedience to His father ; His giving Himself 
up to death for sinners was of great esteem in His 
eye ! It was a spotless sacrifice of great value, and 
effectual for the remission of sins : and I do acknow* 
ledge humbly unto the Lord the remission of my sins 
thereby, and bless the Lord for it ; even for giving up 
His Son to death for us all, and giving all that believe 
in His name and power to partake of remission through 
Him."— Vol. 3, page 415. 



In his " Apology " — Proposition 

Robert Barclay. XV. " Of universal and saving 

1675. light." After largely enforcing the 

sufficiency of the Holy Spirit of 
Christ, and the necessity of obedience thereto, in order 
to salvation, he writes thus, viz : — " We do not hereby 
intend, any ways, to lessen or derogate from the 
atonement and sacrifice of Jesus Christ ; but, on the 
contrary, do magnify and exalt it. For as we believe 
all these things to have been certainly transacted, 
which are recorded in the Holy Scriptures, concerning 
the birth, life, miracles, offerings, resurrection, and 
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ascension of Chriat; so do we also believe that it is 
the duty of everyone to believe it to whom it pleases 
<3od to reveal the same, and to bring to them the 
knowledge of it ; yea, we believe it were damnable 
unbelief, not to believe it, when so declared ; but to 
Tesist that holy seed, which, as minded, would lead and 
incline everyone to believe it as it ia offered unto them ; 
though it revealeth not in everyone the outward and 
explicit knowledge of it, neverthelesa it always 
assenteth to it where it ia declared. Nevertheless, as 
we firmly believe it was necessary that Christ should 
come, that by His death and sufferings he might offer 
np himself a sacrifice to God for our sins, who his^own 
self bare our sias in His own body on the tree, so we 
believe that the remission of sins which any partake 
of, is only in and by virtue of that most satisfactory 
sacrifice, and no otherwise. Por it is by the obedience 
of that one, that the free gift is come upon all, to 
justification. " 

" And as we affirm it is absolutely needful that 
those do believe the history of Christ's outward appear- 
ance, whom it pleased God to bring to the knowledge 
of it ; so we do freely confess, that even that outward 
knowledge is very comfortable to such as are subject 
to, and led by, the inward seed and light. For not 
only doth the sense of Christ's love and snfferingstend 
to humble them, but they are thereby also' strengthened 
in their faith, and encouraged to follow that excellent 
pattern, which He hath left us, who suffered for us, as 
saith the Apostle Peter (I Peter ii. 21), leaving us an 
example that we should follow his steps ; and many 
times we are greatly edified and refreshed with the 
gracious sayings which proceed out of His mouth," 
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In his "Apology" — Proposition 

Robert Barclay. VII. of Justification, in par. III. 

1675. he says : " Forasmuch as all m^n 

who have come to man's estate 
(the man Jesus only excepted) have sinned, therefore 
all have need of this Saviour, to remove the wrath of 
God from them, due to their offences : in this respect 
He is truly said to have borne the iniquity of us all, in 
His body on the tree, and therefore is the only Mediator, 
having qualified the wrath of God towards us ; so that 
our former sins stand not in our way, being, by virtue 
of His most satisfactory sacrifice, removed and pardoned. 
Neither do we think that remission of sins is to be 
expected, sought, or obtained, any other way, or by 
any works or sacrifice whatsoever, though, as has been 
said formerly, they may come to partake of this 
remission, that are ignorant of the history. So then, 
Christ, by His death and sufferings, hath reconciled 
us to God, even while we are enemies ; that is, he offers 
reconciliation unto us ; we are put into a capacity of 
being reconciled : God is willing to forgive us our 
iniquities, and to accept us, as is well expressed by 
the apostle (2 Cor. v. 19)." 



Under the specious profession 

Haverhill Friends of greater spiritual light and 

and knowledge than had been 

Jeffery Bullock. vouchsafed to the righteous in 

1676- former ages, and with the 

plausible pretext of exalting 
the light within as the only Saviour ; disregarding the 
sacred testimony of the Holy Scriptures, J.B. published 
several books in opposition to the principles of Friends, 
in which he denies that our Lord Jesus Christ, who 



was crucified at Jernaalein, is the Saviour and Judge 
of the world, and also rejects the propitiatory sacrifice 
■which He then offered for the bIdb of the whole world. 
The efEecta of this spirit of self-exaltation and 
unbelief became mournfully obvious, not only in the 
unscriptural notions which he promulgated, but also 
in his opposition to the good order and government 

, instituted in the church (Friends), which he denounced. 
OB tyranny, oppression, and usurpation of power, 
declaring that every man should he left to the guidance 
of the Spii-it of Truth in himself. 

For this and other inconsistent practices, the Men's 
Meeting of Haverhill, Suffolk, issued a testimony 
against him, in which the following appeared :— " For 
the clearing of the precious tmth of God, professed by 
ns His people, called Quakers, from the occasion of 
Stumhling and reproach given by Jeffery Bullock's 
pernieioua doctrine, in affirming that he neither expects 
juBtification nor condemnation by that Christ that died, 
or was put to death at Jerusalem ; these are to certify 
that we testify against this doctrine as stated by him* 
SB both pernicious and an ti- Christian, and contrary to 
plain Scriptures and the constant testimony faithfully 
borne amongst us from the beginning. For neither do 
we profess or preach two Christs ; nor yet our justifica- 
tion by any other Christ, or in any other name, but 
by and in the name of that one very Christ of God, 
(of) whom the holy prophets and apostles gave witness 
in the Scriptures of truth. . , . We must confess 
■with the holy apostles that even by Him (to wit, that; 

t Tery Christ) all that believed are justified from all 
things, from which they could not be justified by the 
law of Moses ; and that remission of sins, justification, 
and salvation as then preached in the name of theaama 
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Lord Jesus Christ, and by His eternal power and Spirit 
of our God ; so the same is constantly believed and 
witnessed amongst us. And although the best sense 
that we can suppose or gather, as aimed at by the said 
J.B. is, that it is not only by the sufferings and death 
of Christ, nor by a mere literal knowledge of Christ as 
after the flesh, that men can be either completely 
justified or saved from sin and death, any more than 
the apostles or primitive Christians were, but by His 
life. Spirit, and power operating in them, and so by a 
living and spiritual knowledge of Christ as after the 
Spirit : which, though the truth of this we cannot but 
own and justify, yet this cannot excuse the before 
cited doctrine as laid down, which denies justification 
and condemnation by that Christ that died : for that 
supposeth another Christ for that end, and so two 
Christs. . . . And further, we cannot own any such 
doctrine or words as tend to undervalue the sufferings, 
death, and blood of Christ." 

J.B. subsequently saw the error of his doctrine, and 
desired that all his books might be destroyed. — Evans' 
Exposition, pages 231 — 235. 



A certain Jeffery Bullock, 
Giles Barnardiston. elated by a fond conceit of 
1676. his own attainments, and mis- 

taking the vagaries of a 
deluded imagination for the pure influences of the 
Spirit of Christ, adopted and promulgated the false and 
anti- Christian notion that the gift of divine grace in 
the soul superseded the necessity of the coming and 
sufferings of our blessed Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
For this and other errors he was disowned in 1676. 
He wrote an abusive pamphlet against Friends, to 
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Vhich Isaac FeQingtoii and Giles Barnardistoa replied. 
The following is an extract from the reply of the 
latter ; — " Our testimony has always had a reverend 
«steem of that precions blood that was spilled without 
the gates, as being of great value in the sight of tha 
Jlrord, and having a testimony in it towards the 
remission of sin, to oblige all that are sensible of the 
end thereof, not to Jive unto themselves, but unto Him 
that died for them ; and as they are to be blamed that 
will not come to the Light, bnt cry it down, relying 
npon the death and sufferings without it, so art thon, 
who pretendest to cry up the Light, to render the 
loving-kindness of the Lord invalid, in sending His 
Son to lay down His life and precious blood, and taste 
death for mankind. And such as speak from the Light, 
■which is the Light that was in that blessed body, can 
never disregard, but have an high esteem of what He 
did and sufEered therein." (Evans' Exposition, 144.) 



In reply to various charges made 

'William Gibson, against Friends by one John 

1677. Cheynej, William Gibson says : — 

" And, J. C, it is great ungodliness 
in thee to say, that from this our before cited doctrine 
and testimony, it will follow that Christ came into the 
world in vain j for we say the coming of Christ into 
the world was and is of great value and worth, and is 
of high value and esteem with lis; we say He came 
into the world to save sinners from their sin ; He 
offered up Himself, through the eternal Spirit, as 
an acceptable sacrifice unto God, as a Lamb without 
spot and blemish : He was and is the Lamb of God, 
who takes away the sins of all that believe and obey 
Him : He is the one offering who hath en.4.fei\^s.ftli«^* 
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many shadowy offerings : He baptizeth with Hia I 
Spirit, life, and power, all that believe and ■ 
therein ; in such He fulfils what John the T 
testified of Him, viz., He baptizeth them ^ 
holy life and Spirit, which ia as fire to burn up t 
deTil'a work in man, which is ain, and ao caata hini 
out who ia the author of them," 



In answer to the charge that ' 
■William Penn. Quakers deny the person of Jeaoi 

1678-1679. Chriat," he replies :— " If by persoi 

of Chriat, is meant the man Chrij 
Jesus, we deny the charge ; for there is no other nam 
given under heaven by which salvation can be obtainet 
'Tia Christ alone that hath brought life and immortality 
to life. He is the propitiation, the Mediator and 
Intercesaor ; and by Him only can man come to God : 
and no man can come to Him but such as come to His 
Spirit in their own hearts. And such as have not the 
Spirit of Christ dwelling in them, are none of His." — 
Worka, page 670. 

From his "Address to Protestants, speaking of 
Divine love," he says: — (1679) "'This is My command- 
ment,' said Christ, ' that ye love one another as I have 
loved you ; and greater love hath no man than this, 
that a man lay down hia life for his friends — ye are My 
friends, if ye do whatsoever I command you.' Indeed, 
He gave His life for the world, and offered up one 
common sacrifice for mankind. And by this one 
offering up of Himself, once for all, hath He ever 
perfected, that ia, quitted and discharged, and takea 
into favour, them that are sanctified ; who have received 
the Spirit of grace and aanctification in their hearts ; 
for such aa resist it receive not the benefit of that

JesuB," — Richard Samble says : —

this can't be done until the spiritual appearance of 
Christ, who redeems by His blood which is His Life, 
and thereby sprinkles the conscience from dead works 
to serve the living God. . . .

thus charged ; and indeed it is no wonder that they 
thus value it, seeing a remnant have experienced such 
inexpressible virtue from it and benefit by it. 
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" As for my part, I believe ealvation is in no other, 
and out of Him there is none ; and I believe and know 
it is the faith of those with whom I walk. And He is 
the propitiation for our Bins, and He hath purchased 
DB with His blood, and by Him we have remission of 
Bin, and we are justified by His blood, and by it wo 
have eternal redemption.

The first was presented 
to Parliament in 1(589, 
and may be found in a 
pamphlet entitled " The 
Christianity of the Quakers 
asserted against the unjust 
Christians." It is in the 



form of questions and answers. 

Q. Do you believe the divinity and humanity of 
Jesus Christ, the eternal Son of God, or that Jesus 
Christ is truly God and man ? — A. Yes, we verily 
believe that JeauB Christ is truly God and man, 
according as Holy Scripture testifies of Him ; God 
over all, bleseed for ever ; the true God and eternal 
life ; the one Mediator between God and men, even 
the man Chriiit Jesus. 

Q. Do you believe and expect salvation and 
justification by the righteousness and merits of Jesus 
Christ, or by your own righteousness and works ? — 
A. By Jesus Christ, His righteousness, merits, awi 
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works, and not by our own : God is not indebted to 
ns for our deservings, but we to Him for this free 
grace in Christ Jesus, whereby we are saved through 
faith in Him, not of ourselves,' and by His grace 
enabled truly and acceptably to serve and follow Him 
as He requires. He is our all in all, who worketh aU 
in us that is well pleasing- to God. 

Q. Do you believe remission of sins and redemp* 
tion, through the sufferings, death, and blood of 
Christ ? — A . Yes ; through Him, as He suffered and 
died for all men, gave Himself a ransom for all, and 
His blood being shed for the remission of sins, so all 
they who sincerely believe and obey Him, receive the 
benefits and blessed effects of His suffering and dying 
for them ; they by faith in His name, receive and 
partake of that eternal redemption which He hath 
obtained for us, who gave Himself for us that He might 
redeem us from all iniquity ; He died for our sins, and 
rose again for our justification ; and if we walk in the 
light as He is in the light, we have fellowship one with 
another, and the blood of Jesus Christ His Son 
cleanse th us from all sin." 

In 1693, Friends being greatly misrepresented,, 
another declaration was published, signed by George 
Whitehead, Ambrose Rigge, James Parke, William 
Fallowfield, Charles Marshall, John Bowater, John 
Vaughton, and William Bingley. The following 
appeared in it :— 

" We sincerely profess faith in God by His only 
begotten Son Jesus Christ, as being our light and life, 
our only way to the Father, and also our only Mediator 
and Advocate with the Father, 

" That God creates all things, he made the worlds^

Saviour JeauB Christ of Nazareth : believing that God 
the Father hath ordained Him for salvation to the ends 
of the earth, and that no other name is given under 
heaven by which men shall be saved ; this Jesus, in 
■whom dwelt the fulness of the Godhead, we believe 
offered up Himself according to the will of the Father, 
an acceptable sacrifice to God, and became a propitiation 
for the sins of mankind to the end of the world, and 
died for all men, aa all died in Adam ; through whose 
blood God proclaims redemption and salvation to man, 
and offers to be reconciled, and freely for His Son's 
sake to remit, forgive, and pass by all past offences, to 
as many as shall truly and heartily repent of their 
t, and turn from the same, and shall so believe in 
our Lord Jesus Christ, and love Him, as for the future 
to live a holy, circumspect Christian life, and obey His 
commands, thereby continuing in His love." — Pages 
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This Friend published "A Harmony 
John Tompkins, of the Old and New Testament," in 
i6g4. the preface of which he says :— 

" And considering the uncharitable 
as well as false reports spread by the adversaries of 
truth against that despised people of God called 
Quakers, that we do not own the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who suffered without the gates of Jerusalem, and 
expect to be saved only by a Christ within us, denying 
the blessed effects of what He did for us when on 
earth, and is now doing for us in heaven, with many 
more un-Christian charges, which from time to time 
have been cast upon the truth and the aforesaid people, 
on purpose, no doubt, by some, to lay stumbling blocks 
before the feet of those who may be enquiring the 
way to Zion with their faces thitherward ; I say, con- 
sidering these imputations, if by any means this may 
help to clear up truth to the understanding of any, and 
wipe off those aspersions cast upon it, I have consented 
to its publication . . . We do faithfully and sin- 
cerely declare that whatsoever our Lord Jesus is said in 
Holy Scripture to be, or to bring to pass, either without 
us or within us, we heartily believe. And we preach 
the inward knowledge of Christ Jesus by the teachings 
of His Spirit, not in opposition to, but in union with 
the outward knowledge of Christ. 

" And likewise we press the inward experience of 
the blessed effects of the many offices of Christ, not in 
opposition to, but in concord with what He hath done, 
doth, and will bring to pass without us. . . . 

"We believe that there is not salvation in any 
other name under Heaven given among men whereby 
we must be saved. We believe in Him as He is God 
and as He is man, and as He is both God and man 
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united in a wonderful mystery, far above the appre- 
hensions of men " 



Several persons had been testified 
Yearly Meeting, against by the primitive Quakers 
1694. for holding sentiments repugnant 

to the doctrinea of Christ and His 
apostles, and in 1694 the following rule of discipline 
was adopted by the Yearly Meeting :^-" If there be 
any such gross errors, false doctrines or mistakes held 
by any professing truth, as are either against the validity 
of Christ's sufferings, blood, resurrection, ascension, or 
glory iu the heavens, according as they are set forth in 
the Scriptnres ; or any ways tending to the denial of 
the heavenly man Christ ; snch persons oaght to he 
diligently instructed and admonished by faithful 
Friends, and not to be exposed by any to public 
reproach ; and where the error proceeds from ignorance 
and darkness of their nnder standing, they ought the 
more meekly and gently to be informed : but if any 
shall wilfully persist in error in point of faith, after 
being duly informed, then such to be further dealt 
■with according to gospel order ; that the truth, church, 
or body of Christ, may not suffer by any particular 
pretended member that is so corrupt." — Evan's Ex- 
positions, pages 237, 238. 

"The first part of justification, we 

"William Penn. do reverently and humbly acknow- 

1696. ledge, is only for the sake of the 

death and sufferings of Christ : 
nothing we can do, though by the operation of the 
Holy Spirit, being able to cancel old debts, or wipe out 
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old scores ; it is the power and efficacy of that pro- 
pitiatory offering, upon faith .and repentance, that 
justifies us from the sins that are past ; and it is the 
power of Christ's Spirit in our hearts, that purifies and 
makes us acceptable before God. For till the heart of 
man is purged from sin, God will never accept it." — 
" Primitive Christianity Revived.*'

Richard Claridge. word of faith, in their hearts^ 

i697' or the light within, which are 

both one in nature, though 
differing in name ; we do not thereby make void the 
outward appearance of Christ in the prepared body, 
wherein He came to do and suffer the will of God, for 
the redemption and salvation of lost mankind ; but as 
any rtian or woman comes to believe in the light within,, 
and to receive with meekness the ingrafted word ; so 
we testify from our own experience, that they will be 
led to have an higher esteem for the outward appear- 
ance of Christ, than ever they could have before. For 
the experimental knowledge of the mystery enhances 
the worth and value of the history. For the Kingdom 
of God is within you, and Christ in you is the hope of 
glory. 

As respects the way or manner of your coming to 
meet with Him, and how you may be made enjoyers of 
His living presence, I answer, not by outward observa- 
tion and bodily exercise, which profiteth little ; but by 
inward waiting, and applying of the mind to the light 
of Christ in your own consciences, which He hath 
caused to shine there, and to go before you ; and as you 
yield faithful obedience to it, to guide you out of 



darknesa into His marvellous light ; for if ye believe 
in the Light ye shall be the children of the Light." —

he says: — " Surely we, believing

as our Mediator between God and men, and Hie giving 
Himself a ransom for all men, for a testimony in due

And 
therefore, believe them not who tell you there is no 
need of the grace or help of Jesua Christ to deliver 
yon from the bondage and corruption of your depraved 
and sinful, because fallen, nature, but that you are 
self-aufBcient, or able, of yourselves alone, to save 
yonraelves, without the assistance of Jesus Christ or 
His grace," — From Evan's " Exposition," pp. 294^296.

We believe in Hia amazing mercy, 
in offering Himself there, when, laden with the im- 
mense weight of the sins of mankind, and the 
immediate sense of the Father's presence withdrawn, 
he was left to suffer alone ; under thia extreme pres- 
sure crying out, Eli, Eli, lama eabacthani ! was crucified, 
dead, and buried.

" Christ died for all men ; for by His 
death all are put in a capacity for salvation ; but those 
only receive the full benefit of Christ's death and 
mediation, who, accepting His offer of salvation, 'live 
not nnto themselves,' but unto Him who died for 
them."

"He offers himself immediately and nniversally 
to mankind by Hia spirit. He also offers himself by 
the Scriptures ; and by Hia servants whom he com- 
missions to preach the gospel of life and salvation ;

parts, who are not ashamed to acknowledge a crucified 
and risen Lord as their only hope of salvation. The 
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burden of the word given me to preach was Christ, and 
Him crucified ; who was delivered for our offences, 
and raised again for our justification."

state of "hoUness, without which nn man shall see the 
Lord." It is not a doctrine of mysticism, bnt one of 
practical piety. The great office of the Holy Spiri 
we firmly believe to be. to convince of sin, to bring t 
aoni to a state of deep and sincere repentance, and ■ 
effect the work of sanctification. A holy and co 
watchfulness is required, to preserve the mind alive i 
the guidance of this divine Teacher, who, if diligentlj 
sought after and waited for, will be found to ba i 
swift witness for God in the soul, producing th^ 
tenderness of spirit, and that quickness of understanefc 
ing in the fear of the Lord, which are essential to om 
growth in grace. It is through Him " whom God hatl 
set forth to be a propitiation, through faith in 1 
blood," that we obtain pardon for sin, and it 
through the power of His Spirit working mightily 5 
ua, that we come eventually to experience freedon; 
from sin.

From London Yearly tionate concern that all may- 
Meeting Epistle. be fully awakened to the 
183a. necessity of having an interest 

in Christ ; of knowing Him 
to be their Redeemer. Dear friends, may the Holy 
Spirit enlighten your understandings to a sense of the 
need of a Saviour ; and may we all, with penitent hearts, 
look in simple faith unto the Lord Jesus, " who His 
own self bare our ains in His own body on the tree, 
that we, being dead to sins, should live unto righteous- 
ness."

lightly. It rather adds intensity and imyressiveueea 
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to the awful fact. Neither does the existence of sin 
give any warrant for doubt as to God's requirement 
of truth and holiness. Shall God, then, cease to be 
holy, in order that man may cease to be guilty ? The 
Gospel is the Divine protest against such a thought 
" For therein is the righteousness of God revealed 
from faith to faith." Sin is indeed a fearful reality. 
It is in its essence a revolt against God. The Gospel 
is the recognition of the disease, and God's offer to all 
of the one remedy. " The wrath of God," of which 
we are so often impressively reminded in the New, as 
well as the Old Testament, is, in the light of the 
Gospel, the active manifestation of His holiness^ 
altogether free from any approach to earthly passion 
or vindictiveness. The Father's heart still yearns over 
the lost child. He "loved the world" even when it 
was at enmity against Himself. " God commendeth His 
love toward us, in that, while we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for us." In the sufferings and death of 
Christ, "as of a lamb without blemish and without 
spot," upon whom the Lord was pleased to lay the 
iniquity of us all, the offer of reconciliation speaks to 
man, no less impressively on behalf of holiness than 
of love. In the presence of such a revelation, let ua 
bow, in a humbling sense of our own littleness, before 
the Infinite and Unsearchable God. "Whatsoever 
either men upon earth, or angels in heaven, do know, 
is but as a drop to the inexhaustible fountain of Hift 
wisdom" and truth. Convincing "the world of sin," 
the Holy Spirit leads them that truly repent and 
believe to the acceptance, with reverential thanks- 
giving, of the message of pardon and peace in " Jesns 
Christ and Him crucified."

"was foreordained before the foundation of the world, 
but was manifest in these last times for you, who by 
him do believe in God, that raised him up from the 
dead, and gave him glory; that your faith and hope 
might be in God." 

I. Peter ii., 21, 22, 24.— "For even hereunto 
■were ye called : because Christ also suffered for ns, 
leaving ns an example, that ye should follow his steps : 
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who did no sin, neither was guile found in his mouth : 
, . . Who his own self bare our sins in his own 
body on the tree, that we, being dead to sins, should 
live unto righteousness : by whose stripes ye were 
healed." 

I. Peter iii., 18. — "For Christ also hath once 
suffered for sins, the just for the unjust, that he might 
bring us to God, being put to death in the flesh, but 
quickened by the Spirit." 

I. Peter iv., 1. — " Forasmuch then as Christ hath 
suffered for us in the flesh, arm yourselves likewise 
with the same mind : for he that hath suffered in the 
flesh hath ceased from sin," &c. 

II. Peter i., 16 to 18. — " For we have not followed 
cunningly devised fables, when we made known unto 
you the power and coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
but were eyewitnesses of His majesty. For he received 
from God the Father honour and glory, when there 
came such a voice to him from the excellent glory, 
' This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased.^ 
And this voice which came from heaven we heard, 
when we were with Him in the Holy Mount." 

Acts XV., 11. — *' But we believe that through the 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ we shall be saved, even 
as they " (the Gentiles).

Acts xiii., 38, 39. — At Antioch Paul thus preached : 
"Be it known unto you, therefore, men and brethren, 
that through this man (Jesus) is preached unto you 
the forgiveness of sins : and by Him all that believe 
are justified from all things, from which ye could not 
be justified by the law of Moses." 



Rom. iii., 21 to 26. — "But now the righteousneBa 
of God ■without the \s,^f ie mauifeated, being witneSBed 
by the law and the prophets ; even the righteouaneaB 
of God which la by faith of Jesus Christ unto all and 
npon all them that believe : for there is no difference, 
for all have sinned, and come short of the glory of 
God; being justified freely by His grace through the 
redemption that ia in Christ JesiiB : whom God hath 
Bet forth to be a propitiation throngh faith In Hia 
blood to declare His righteoueness for the remission 
of sins that are past through the forbearance of God 
(because of the passing over of the ains done afore- 
time in the forbearance of God R.v.}. To declare, I 
say, at this time His righteouanesa ; that He might be 
juat, and the justifier of him which believeth in Jesus.

15, 17, to 19.— "For the love of 
Christ constraineth us ; because we thus judge, that if 
one died for all, then were all dead ; and that He died 
for all, that they which live should not henceforth live 
unto themselves, but unto Him which died for them, 
and rose again. . . . Therefore if any man be in 
Christ, he ia a new creature : old thinga are passed 
away ; behold, all thinga are become new. And all

— "In whom (Jesus Christ) we have 
redemption through His blood, the forgiveness of sins, 
according to the riches of His grace."

your mind byjwicked worka, yet now hath He recon- 
ciled in the body of Hie flesh through death, to present 
you holy and nnblameable and unreproveable in Hie 
eight : if ye continue in the faith grounded and settled, 
and be not moved away from the hope of the gospel, 
"whioh ye have heard," 

Col. ii., 6, 7. — As ye have therefore received Christ 
Jesus the Lord, so walk ye in Him ; rooted and built 
up in Him, and etablished in the faith, as ye have 
been tanght, abounding therein with thanksgiving."

Heb. ix,, 11, 12, 14, 15.— "But Christ being come 
an High Priest of good things to come, by a greater and 
more perfect tabernacle, not made with hands, that is 
to say, not of this building ; neither by the blood of 
goats and calves, but by His own blood He entered in 
once into the holy place, having obtained eternal 
redemption for us. . . , How much more shall the 
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blood of Christ, who through the eternal Spirit offered 
Himself without spot to God, purge your conscience 
from dead works to serve the living God ? And for this 
cause He is the mediator of the new testament, that by 
means of death, for the redemption of the transgressions 
that were under the first testament, they which are 
called might receive the promise of eternal inheritance/' 

Heb. ix., 26 to 28. — " But now once injthe end of 
the world (R.v. at the end of the ages) hath He«(Christ) 
apptBared to put away sin by the 'sacrifice of Himself. 
And as it is appointed unto men once to die, but after 
this the judgment : so Christ was once offered to bear 
the sins of many ; and unto them that look for Him 
shall He appear the second time without sin unto 
salvation." 

Heb. X., 10, 19, 20, 22.—" By the which will we are 
sanctified through the offering of the body of Jesus 
Christ once for all. . . . Having, therefore, brethren, 
boldness to enter into the holiest by the blood of Jesus, 
by a new and living way, which He hath consecrated 
(R.v. dedicated) for us through the veil, that is to say. 
His flesh. ... let us draw near with a true heart 
in full assurance of faith, having our hearts sprinkled 
from an evil conscience." 

Heb. X., 2§, 29. — " He that despised (r.v. set at 
nought) Moses' law died without mercy under two or 
three witnesses ; of how much sorer punishment, 
suppose ye, shall he be thought worthy, who hath 
trodden under foot the Son of God, and hath counted the 
blood of the covenant, wherewith he was sanctified, 
an unholy thing, and hath done despite unto the Spirit 
of grace ? " 

Heb. xii. 1, 2. — "Let us run with patience the race 
that is set before us, looking unto Jesus, the author 
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and finisher of our faith ; who for the joy that was 
set before Him, endured the cross, despising the shame, 
and is set down at the right hand of the throne of 
God." 
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WHAT OUR SAVIOUR SAID OF HIMSELF. 

John iii., 14 to 21. — (When speaking to Nicodemns 
Jesus said) : " And as Moses lifted up the serpent in 
the wilderness, even so must the Son of man be lifted 
up : that whosoever believeth in Him should not perish 
but have eternal life. For God so loved the world 
that He gave His only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in Him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life. For God sent not His Son into the world 
to condemn the world ; but that the world through Him 
might be saved. He that believeth on Him is not 
condemned ; but he that believeth not is condemned 
already, because he hath not believed in the name of 
the only begotten Son of God. And this is the con- 
demnation, that light is come into the world, and men 
loved darkness rather than light, because their deeds 
were evil. For every one that doeth evil hateth the 
light, neither cometh to the light, lest his deeds should 
be reproved. But he that doeth truth cometh to the 
light, that his deeds may be made manifest that they 
are wrought in God." 



John xii . 23 to 33. — (" When the time had approached 
for our Saviour to be crucified), Jesus answered them, 
saying, 'The hour is come that the Son of man should be 
glorified. Verily, verily, I say unto you. Except a corn 
of wheat fall into the ground and die, it abideth alone : 
but if it die, it bringeth forth much fruit. He that 
loveth his life shall lose it ; and he that hateth his life 
in this world shall keep it unto life eternal. If any 



man serve Me, let him follow Me ; and where I am, 
there shall also My aervant be ; if any man serve Me, 
him will My Father honour. Now is my soul troubled ; 
and what shall I aay ? Father save me from this hour : 
bat for this cause came I unto this honr. Father, 
glorify Thy name.' Then there came a voice from 
Heaven, saying, ' I have both glorified it and will 
glorify it again.' The people, therefore, that stood 
by and heard it, said that it thundered : others said an 
angel spake to Him. Jesus answered and said, 'This 
voice came not because of me, but for your sakes. 
Now is the judgment of this world : now shall the 
prince of this world be cast ont. And I, if I be lifted 
np from the earth, will draw all men unto me.' This 
He said, signifying what death He should die." 



John xiv., 2, (J, 16, 17, 26. — "I go to prepare a place 
for you. . . I am the Way, the Truth, and the Life : 
no man eometh unto the Father but by Me. . . And 
I will pray the Father, and He shall give you another 
Comforter, that He may abide with you for ever ; even 
the Spirit of truth ; whom the world cannot receive, 
because it seeth Him not, neither knoweth Him : but 
ye know Him, for He dwelleth with you, and shall be 
in you. . , The Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, 
whom the Father will send in My name. He shall teach 
yon all things, and bring all things to your remembrance 
whatsoever I have said unto yon." 



John xvi., 7, 8, 13, 14. — "Nevertheless, I tell you 
the truth : it is expedient for you that 1 go away ; for 
if I go not away, the Comforter will not come unto 
you ; but if I depart I will send Him unto you. And 
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when He is come, he will reprove (R.V., convict) the 
world of sin, and of righteousness, and of judgment. 
Howbeit, when He, the Spirit of truth is 
come, He will guide you into ail truth. . . He shall 
glorify Me : for He shall receive of Mine, and shall 
show it unto you." 
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
